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TO  LOCAL  AND  COUNTY  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

With  the  publication  of  this  report  the  Secretary,  T.  D. 
Tuttle,  M.  D.,  retires  from  the  State  Board  of  Health.  But 
before  doing  so  I  wish  to  thank  the  Health  Officers  of  this 
State,  both  local  and  county,  for  the  generous  and  energetic 
support  that  they  have  given  me  during  the  ten  years  that  I 
have  occupied  the  office  of  Secretary  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

At  times  it  has  been  necessary  for  me  to  write  or  to  say 
unpleasant  things  to  the  Health  Officers,  but  almost  without 
exception  the  Health  Officers  have  taken  my  remarks  or  com- 
munications in  the  spirit  in  which  they  weie  intended,  to  the 
end  that  we,  and  in  this  I  include  every  local  and  County 
Health  Officer,  are  able  to  show  good  results. 

In  the  first  place  we  are  able  to  show  that  during  the  last 
three  years  the  number  of  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  State  have 
been  reduced  from  607  to  83,  and  during  these  three  years  the 
number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  reduced  from  931 
to  374,  while  the  deaths  have  been  reduced  from  57  to  17  per 
year. 

In  regard  to  diphtheria,  the  cases  reported  have  been  reduced 
from  485  in  1910,  to  99  in  1912,  while  the  deaths  have  been 
reduced  from  61  in  1910  to  5  in  1912. 

In  regard  to  typhoid  fever,  the  cases  reported  have  been 
reduced  from  836  in  1910  to  249  in  1912,  while  deaths  have 
been  reduced  from  147  in  1910  to  39  in  1912. 

In  regard  to  deaths  from  enteric  diseases  in  children  under 
two  years  of  age,  we  show  a  reduction  of  from  246  in  1910  to 
59  in  1912. 

This  reduction  in  deaths  ,from  preventable  diseases  shows 
the  work  of  energetic  health  officers  throughout  the  State 
and  while  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  clone  its  best  in  this 
work,  the  result  eould  not  be  accomplished  without  the  honest 
and  energetic  efforts  of  the  local  and  County  Health  Officers. 
Therefore,  I  express  my  hearty  and  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  work  performed  by  the  local  and  County  Health  Officers 
of  the  State  of  Montana.
